I. 


Poxervarlity and Precision 
are essentially necessary in all Military 
Establishments and Operations. It 
is therefore expected, that every Gentle- 
man will make a Point of Honor of 
being at the Post assigned to him, a 
Quarter of an Hour before the Time 
fixed, and never one Moment aſter it. 
That Time is always meant to be pre- 
cite, whether so expressed or not. 
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Every Volunteer signs an Engage- 
ment to obey the Officers; and every 
Officer his Superior, when on Duty, 
or at Exercise, in the same Manner as 
if the Corps were called out into actual 
Service; and it is expected, that this 
necessary Subordination will be attend- 
ed to on the Occasions where it is pre- 
seribed, as strictly as if the King, or a 
Reviewing- General, were present. 


„„ be in cn 
Punx first thing every Gentleman who 
is enrolled in the Corps is requested to 
pay particular Attention to, is Riding; 
and none will have Cause to regret the 
Time bestowed to learn as much of the 


Manage as is necessary for a Dragoon, 
because it unquestionably improves the 
Seat 3 
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Seat, both for Hunting and common 
Riding. 

Besides the numerous Treatises on 
Horsemanship, which any Gentleman 
may purchase; approved Regimental 
Riding-Masters are employed by the 
Corps, and it is not meant here to in- 
terfere with their Business; but it is 
necessary to observe, that no Gentle- 
man is fit to join the Ranks till he has 
acquired an easy, graceful, and firm 
Seat, without trusting to his Stirrups; 
till he can sit a rough Trot without 
moving his Elbows, or his Bridle- 


Hand, and give all the Aids to his 


Horse, for advancing, reining back, 
turning to the Right, Left, Or about,

It is the Business of the Orderly- 
Officer, assisted by the Adjutant, one 
Non-commissioned Officer from each 
Troop, and the Drill. Serjeante, four 
Days in the Week, to teach the Man- 
ner of drawing, carrying, and return- 
ing Swords; of drawing, loading, 
firing, and returning Pistols, and every 
other Part of the Manual Exereise on 
Horseback; while Masters appointed, 
and paid by the Corps, are instructing 
every Recruit in the new Sword Exer - 
cise: The whole must be performed 
without . on any Occasion, 
15 N with 
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with the Calves of the Legs, and 
without fretting the Horse's Mouth by 
the Bridle-Hand, else the best broke 
Horse in the World would soon be- 
come unsteady. 

The Officer and Serjeants will then 
practise the Gentlemen to go round 


the Riding-House by single Files; to 


double up quickly by Twos; to form 
Threes and Subdivisions; and again 
to rank off, and file from the Right or 
Left, at a Walk, Trot, or Gallop; to 
wheel by Threes to the Right, Left, 
and about; and, in general, all such 
Manceuvres as may be performed in 80 
small a Space, according to the Rules 
laid down for the Drill in another _ 
of this Book. 

"When a — can —— 
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with Celerity and Precision, according 

to the Instructions he shall receive 
and, above all, when he has acquired 
such Command of his Horte, as to 
preserve at all Times the exact Dis- 
tance he- ought to be at from his File 
Leader; whether upon a sudden and 
unexpected Stop, or being ordered to 
go from a Walk to a Gallop, he is fit 
to join the Ranks in the Field.

_ Every Gentleman must learn, if he 

does not know, how to saddle and 
bridle his Horse, and strap on his 
Coat-Case ; because he may be in many 
Situations where a Servant would be an 
Incumbrance, and where neither Groom 
nor Ostler are to be had,

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He should also make it a constant 
Rule before mounting, to examine if 
his Curb 1s properly placed, his Girths 
tight, and his Horse's Crupper easy, 
as he may often, by that Means, avoid

IT is resolved henceforward to link 
with the White Collars instead of the

This Expression would occur 80 very 
often, that to avoid Repetition, it is proper 
to observe, that it may be considered as the 
End of every Sentence; for the Command» 
ing Officer, sometimes purposely, and at 
others from Considerations of Time and 
Place, or of Orders from the King, or a Re- 
viewing-General, alters the Evolutions, or 
auy other Part of the Exercise, And there» 
fore the Word of Command is the only Thing 
to be trusted to, either by Officers or Pri- 
vates.

When e in File, or Ranks, 
wh Twos . or by Threes, dressing is 
invariably to «the Front Rank Men: 
when in Squadron, it is to the Centre 
and when in any Part of a Squadron, 
it is to the Pivot; which is that Flank 
which must be wheeled upon to forni 
again Squadron or Line. All Halte 
are to be made by the Paint dressed 
to when in Motion; but at the Word 
Dress, it must be uniformly to the Pi- 
vot Flank, except in Squadron, and 
then it is to the Centre. 
5 X. 
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 Evexy Gentleman, upon all Ocea- 
sions, must dress to the Hand he forms 
to. In forming to the Right he must 
be careful to put on his right Leg in 
time, so as to stop his Horse, and pre- 
serve his proper Distance from his 
Right- hand Man. Horses are very apt, 
when used to the Ranks, to lean on 
each other, and when allowed to get too 
close, they cannot get back again.— If 
the Riders are thus squeezed or crowded 
in the Ranks it is entirely their own 
Fault. Equal Attention must be paid 
to this Observation in forming to the 
Left. In forming to the Front, every 
Gentleman must pull up his Horse a 
little short of his proper Place in the 
Rank, so as to be able to move for- 


wards,

wards, and never be obliged to rein 
back, in order to be properly dretted. 


XI, 


It is extremely necessary that every 
Gentleman recollect how he is told of, 
Troops when told off must be at close 
Order, and the Telling: off of the Rear 
Rank are always the same as the Front. 
from Right to Left,-The odd Num- 
bers are Right, and even Numbers are 
| Left Files. — Thus, when marching 
Ranks by Twor, No. 1 and 2, Front 
and Rear, form the first four, and 80 
on. — They are then to be told off by 
two Di visions, by four Subdivicions (if 
these amount to five or more Files), and 
by Ranks by Threes ; taking care that 

this 
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this last be done from the Centre, in 
order that if the Division should not 
contain exact Threes, a Two or a Four 
may be on the Flanks.— The Divicions 
correspond to the old Quarter Ranks, and 
the Sub- divitiont to Eight of Ranks, and 
they should still be so called when ma- 
nœuvering at Order, or in Rank entire. 

Two Troops form a Squadron; and 
if above 40 Files in Front, or 80 Men, 
they will be told off in two Half Squa- 
drons (Right and Left), in four Divi- 
sions, and eight Sub- divisions, from 
Right to Left, in Ranks by Threes, 
and in Files. 


XII. 
Warn Troops are marching by Files, 
and Orders are given to form to the 
Front, 
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Front, Right or Left, the leading Files 
mast march one Horse's Length before 
they stop, in Order that the Whole, 
who form upon and dress by them, may 
never have to rein back. | 
When a Squadron is to advance on a 
straight Line, the firſt Word of Com- 
mand is Forwards, at which the Whole 
must dress to the Centre; and when the 
Word March is given, they are to move 
forward all together. It is the Duty 
of the Centre File, or Standard Bearer, 
to keep one Horse's Length directly 
behind the leading Officer, who, on 
his part, must dress by, and keep his 
exact Distance from the Officer who 
leads the Squadron of Direction : this is 
always named by the Commanding Of. 
hcer, 


XIII. 
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lx all Filings, whether vingle or dbu- 
ble, and whether to the Front, Rear, 
Right, or Left, every Gentleman is to 
dress to the Hand he is ordered to file 
to. Single filing is usually by Ranks, 
and termed Ranking off; Double Filing is 
always at close order, when the leading 
Files, Front and Rear, are to go off at 
a smart steady Trot, and to continue it 
until they observe the whole Squadron 
in file, or get other Orders. Each File 
is to be half a Horse's Length behind 
the other, and on no Occasion to lose 
or gain upon that Distance. When 
filing, the Rear Rank Men must dress 
to the Front Rank Men, and drop be- 
hind them again quickly, whenever or- 
dered to form. When a Squadron is 


on 
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on the March, and is ordered to file from 
the Right or Left to the Right, Leſt, 
Front, or Rear, without a previous 
Halt, the Line must Halt or pull up the 
Moment the Word of Command is dis- 
tinctly heard, and turn their Horse's 
Heads the Way they are to go ; for in 
order to file from the Right they must 
first file to the Right; and if the Left 
of the Line were to continue to move 
forward, it would appear a Half Wheel, 
and both the Line and the Line of 
Files would be crooked, If halted, at 
the Word March, the Rear Rank must 
instantly close up to the Front, and 
every Gentleman in both must turn his 
Horse the Way he is to go as much as 
he can in Rank, in order to go off at 
the Croup of his File Leaders.

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XIV. 

Tur Regulation in the preceding 
Article is so very necessary to be at- 
tended to, by every Gentleman in the 
Ranks, that without a strict observance 
of it no Evolution upon the March can 
be performed with Military Precision, 
or to please the Eye of a Spectator, 
Indeed it has been found so difficult, 
particularly with large Bodies, to pre- 
serve Intervals and Lines of March 
without halting, that almost every thing 
is now done from a previous Halt.— 
For instance: If a Squadron is march- 
ing to a Flank, Ranks by Threes to 
get into a Column moving to the Front: 
the Officer commanding it, when it 
has trotted into the Alignement, will 
order Halt—Threes wheel p- March

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Halt —Dress— March; and all this must 


be disctintly, though very n .

Filing from the Centre to the Front is 
rather forming Column of Fours.— 
When this 1s ordered, the Troop or 
Squadron dresses to the Centre, and at 
the Word March, if halted, the two 
Centre Men of the Front Rank move 
forward, and leave an interval between 
them sufficient to receive their covering 
Files, who must instantly occupy it “. 

While these four move forward, the 
Right and Left half Squadrons are 
filing to the Centre, and by keeping up

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with their File Leaders, the whole will be 
in Column of Fours. From this Situa- 
tion the Squadron may be formed again 
to the Front, Right, or Left, as will 
be hereafter explained in the Evolu- 
tions.

Warn filing from the Right or Left 
of Squadrons, or from both to the Rear, 
if the Word is given, to your former 
Front form Squadrons, or if the Bugle 
sounds to form, and no caution is given, 
the leading Files must form inwards ; 
that is, if filing from the Right they 
must turn to the Right about, or if from 
the Left, to the Left about and pull up. 
—The s8ucceeding Files are to keep a 


straight Line, and by no means to in- 
cline

eline either Way, till they wheel close 
round the Croup of those already in 
Rank, in order to take their Places in 
the Line, | 

When filing from both Flanks of 
Squadrons to form Column to the Rear, 
the Flank Files are to go close round 
the Croups of the rest of the Squadron, 
till they meet in the Centre of it, and 
then to wheel outwards, and go off by 
Fours, with the Rear Rank Men in the 
Centre; the other Files are to do ex- 
actly the same, and when the whole is in 
Column, if the Bugle sounds to go about, 
they are to do 80 outwards, singly, every 
Man turning his Horse upon his own 
Ground, and the Fours again to ad- 
vance.— They will then be as if they 
had filed from the Centre to the Front, 


and 
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and the Squadron may be formed in any 
way that may be ordered. 


XVII. 

In taking Ground by Passage, the 
whole are to dress to the Hand they 
are ordered to move to, and at the 
Word March, must apply the necessary 
Aids for performing this Manceuvrez 
which is practised when Squadrons are 
to take or gain back their proper Inter- 
vals; when the Files are too close, &c. 
and ought to be done altogether, and 
with such Precision as to have the Line 
well dressed, when the Word Halt is 
very ready at passaging, in order to 
form and dress in the Ranks with Cele- 
3 for Duty in the 
Streets, 
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Streets, yet in the Evolutions in the 
Field, by Light Dragoons, Filing. or 
Ranks by Twos or Threes are now 
mostly practised. The last, viz. Ranks 
by Threes, is preferable to every other 
Mode; because three Horses a- Breast, 
or in Rank, stand nearly on the same 
Ground as the Length of one Horse, 
and of course a Troop or Squadron 
wheeled to the Right or Left by Threes 
(which brings every Six fronting to a 
Flank), should occupy the same Space 
as when formed at close Order,—The 
Right and Left by Threes must dress 
to their Centre Men at every Wheel, 
and again to the Pivot at the Word 

Dres. They should march close to 
the Croup, else the Squadron or Divi- 
sion will open out, and the Files be 
ET bt | * looge 
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loose when wheeled up ;—that is always 
to their former Front, and whenever 
ordered to go about, it must be to the 
Right about. All Movements by Threes 
are executed .by each Rank separately, 
though at the same Time, and thence 
called Ranks by Threes.—It must be 
done slow and smooth, by one reining 
back, one moving forward, and turning 
on the Centre Man, who is the Pivot. 


XVIII. 

Wheeling, if executed with Precision, 
and sufficient Velocity, is one of the 
most beautiful Manceuvres in the Field. 
Whether it be by Squadrons, Half 
Squadrons, Divisions, or Subdivisions, 
and whether to the Right, Left, or 
about, the Line must be kept perfectly 

[7 straight 
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straight till che Evolution is performed. 
This depends very much on the Wheeler, 
or the Right or Left-Hand Man on the 
Wheeling Flank, When a Squadron, or 
any Division of it, is ordered to wheel 
to the Right, the whole of that Squa- 
dron or Division must dress to the Left, 
except the Wheeler on the Flank of it, 
who looks the Way he is to go,—At 
the Word March, if halted, he must 
go off at a steady Trot or Gallop, with 
his Horse well in hand, so as to prevent 
all sudden Inequalities of Pace; and he 
must describe such an exact Circle, as 
neither to crowd nor loosen the Files. 
He must also be well seconded by every 
Man in the Ranks; each must keep 
his exact Distance from his Left- Hand 
Man, must keep up with him at what - 


ever 
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ever Rate he goes, but must not pass 


him a single Inch, nor press upon him, 
else the Line would either bag or bulge, 


and the Wheel be imperfect.— The 


Man on the Pivot Flan simply and 
slowly turns his Horse on his own 
Ground, to the Right, as he observes 
the Line coming round, and as an as- 
sistance to the Wheeler, he ought to 
hold out his Right Hand (or Sword 
when drawn), and drop it when the 
Evolution is performed. Wheeling to 
the Left, is executed in the same Man- 
ner, only the Squadron, or Division of 
it dresses to the Right. 

In large Squadrons, the Wheel is 


made on the Standard or Centre,

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tised to gain Ground to the Right or 
Left, without filing or wheeling, and 
the degree of it depends on the Word of 
Command, and on the Flank that leads. 
— The Leatt is simply turning the Horses 
Heads to the Right or Left, and the 
 greateit is going Head to Haunch, which 
is the next thing to Filing, only from 
inclining the Line or Squadron is formed 
again more quickly, 
When a Squadron is ordered to in- 
| Cline to the Right, without further Ex- 
planation or Caution, every Man must 
dress to the Right, turn his Horse as 
much to the Right as the Space he oc- 
cupies in the Rank will admit of, and 
march steadily in that Direction, —At 
easy Files he will find that his Left 
Shoulder being forward, is in a Line 
| with 
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with the Right Shoulder of his Right- 
hand Man, and that his Horse's Head 
is nearly opposite to the Pistol Holster 
of the File he dresses to.— By all 
moving together, and keeping the same 
Pace, the Left of the Line will be as 
forward as the Right; and when the 
Word Forwards is given, every Man 
turns his Horse as much to the Left as 
he did to the Right, dresses to the 
Centre, and the Line fronts instantly to 
the same Point it did before. 


XX, 

IT is expected that every Gentleman 
will pay sufficient Attention to the fore- 
going Rules and Regulations to render 
superfluous any very long Explanation 
of the Words of Command, and Evolu- 
tions. 
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It seems only necessary to observe 
further here, that every Horse at easy 
Files occupies about three Feet in 
Breadth, and of course a Squadron of 
forty-eight File in Front, stands on 
about as many Yards in Length, and 
about six Yards in Depth.—It triples 
its Extent when in File, doubles it 
when by Threes, increases it one half 
when in Ranks by Twos, and does not 
open out at all when in Ranks by 
Threes, or six in Front wheeled to a 
Flank, 


WHEN 
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VW HEN the Rules laid down in the 
preceding Articles for Riding, the Ma- 
nual Exercize en Horseback, Advancing, 
Reining Back, Forming, Filing, Wheek- 
ing, and Inclining, are perfectly under- 
stood, and have been sufficiently prac- 
tised, we may safely proceed to the 
Field, where one Day will be of more 
service, both to Man and Horse, when 
properly drilled, than a great many in 
the Riding- house. 

It would be desirable to come to the 
Exercising Field by Troops; but as 
that would subject many Gentlemen to 
inconvenience, it is only here recom- 
mended, that all those who come from 
any one of the Riding-houses ſhould 
B 4 march 
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march in file, and be led by an Officer, 
It is earnestly requested of those Gen- 
tlemen who come singly, to be in the 
Field a Quarter of an Hour before the 
Time appointed for meeting : when 
many are expected, they can be waited 
for with less Impatience than few; and 
yet these few not being able to join 
after telling off, it may occasion a lame- 
ness in a Squadron through he whole 


of the Evolutions. 


And here it is necessary to n 
chat whether in coming to or going 
from the Exercising Field, or when on 
Duty of any kind, no Gentleman is to 
quit the Ranks, even for a Moment, 
without the Permission of the Officer 
who commands the Squadron, Troop, 
or Detachment, —'This is to be ob- 

| tained 
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tained by sending one of the Serjeants 
in the Rear to mention the Cause,— 
Nothing is 80 unmilitary as to see 
Troops straggling, on any Occasion; 
and it is therefore hoped that, even 
after being regularly dismissed, the L. 
H. V. will contrive to move as much 
in a Body as their respective Residences 
will admit of. 

No Motion is to be made towards 
obeying any Word of Command, nor 
sound of Trumpet or Bugle, till it be 
finished, and then it is to be done with 
Life, and without a Moment's Loss of 
Time. When halted, no Gentleman 
must move upon the Word of Com- 
mand, but wait till he hears the Word 
Murch.— The Officers will repeat the 
e 5 5 Word 
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Word to their respective Squadrons, as 
nearly as possible at the same Time, 
and instantly after it is given by the 
Commanding Officer. They will aleo 
give the Word, after the Bugle or 
Trumpet, if in a Situation to be heard; 
but the leading Files are not to trust 
to that, nor to wait for it to form or 

go about. | 
The Officers will be perfectly instruct- 
ed with regard to their respective Posts 
and Duty, and when they cannot all attend, 
the Commanding Officer will take care to 
place properly those who do, before the 
Exercise begins —And as the Light 
Horse Volunteers have neither Serjeants 
nor Corporals by Name, Eight Gentle- 
men, from each Troop, have obligingly 
| agreed 
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agreed to take on themselyes the Duty 
of Non-commissioned Officers an all 
Occasions, and of course much will be 
required of them. They must be par- 
ticularly attentive, when forming or

'Tw1s is a very essential Part of the 
Service expected from the L. H. V, 
and the Exercise recommended to them 
at the Drills and on common Field 
Days, is in a great Measure calculated 
to perfect them for it. 

We have found by Experience, that 
the best Method is to form Divisions 
of Thirty Gentlemen each, which can 
act independently, or together, and sup- 
port each other, as Occasion may re- 
quire.— These Divisions are composed 
of Twelve File, told off by Files, Threes, 
and Sub- divisions, and Two Officers, 
one commanding the Whole, and one

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on the Right, Left, or Rear, occasion. 


ally; but to command the Left Sub- 


division, if at any Time separated.— 
Four more Gentlemen belong to each 
Division; and these act as Vedettes, 
Sentries, Skirmishers, Van and Rear 
Guard, &c. as may be required. — When 
marching, Two ought to be advanced 
'Ten Yards, and Two as much in the 
Rear of the Division.— When halted, 
they ought to be on the Right, Left, 
or Rear, as the Space will permit ; but 
always ready to take any Duty.

An Officer who cannot tho- 
roughly discipline and exercise the Body 
entrusted to his Command, is not fit in 
Time of Service to lead it against the 
Enemy; he cannot be cool and collected 
in the Time of Danger; he cannot 
profit of favourable Circumstances, from . 
an Inability to direct others; the Fate 
of many may depend on his ill or well 
acquitting himself of his Duty, —It is

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not sufficient to advance with personal 
Bravery, it is requisite to have that De- 
gree of Intelligence, which should dis. 
tinguish every Officer according to his 
Station; nor can Soldiers act with Spi- 
rit and Animation, when they have no 
Reliance on the Capacity of those who 
conduct them. 

„ CouuaAxys of Caution, being such 
as are preparatory to a Movement, 
should be sufficiently full and explana- 
tory, Commands of Execution should 
be short, and avoiding unessential
